"It's  great  to  be  part  of  a  winning 
team,  and  that's  exactly  what  we 
have  with  Montana  and  tourism:  a 
winning  combination,"  Governor 
Stan  Stephens  said  at  the  closing 
banquet  of  the  statewide  Conference 
on  Tburism  and  Recreation  held  in 
Helena  March  18-19.  The  annual 
conference,  organized  by  TVavel 
Montana,  was  supported  by  spon- 
sorship and  participation  of  Mon- 
tana businesses. 

Pointing  to  the  record  attendance, 
broad  industry  representation  and 
the  incorporation  of  new  topics  as 
indicators  of  the  event,  travel  direc- 
tor Sandra  Guedes  welcomed  nearly 
400  participants  to  the  conference 
on  its  opening  day.  "Indeed,  this 
seems  to  have  been  Montana's  best 
tourism  conference  yet.  This  year's 
event  turned  greater  attention  to 
such  issues  as  infrastructure  needs, 
historic  preservation  and  cultural 
values,"  Guedes  stated. 

Robert  McClure,  of  the  Travel 
Industry  Association  of  America  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  opened  the  con- 
ference sessions  with  an  outline  of 
the  traveler  of  the  '90s,  predicting 
that  Montana  has  a  very  bright 
future  in  the  competitive  travel 
industry. 

Dr  Steven  McCool,  director  of  the 
Institute  for  Iburism  and  Recreation 
Research,  L'niversity  of  Montana, 
released  the  1990  statistics  on 
nonresident  travel  impact  to  Mon- 
tana. These  figures  amount  to  5.5 
million  visitors,  $751  million  in 
travel  revenues  and  a  total  economic 
activity  reaching  $1.67  billion. 


Resource  management  agencies 
again  participated  in  the  conference, 
presenting  their  perspectives  thrtiugh 
Tourism  Director,  Priscilla  Baker, 
of  the  National  Park  Service;  K.L. 
Cool,  director  of  the  Montana 
Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and 
Parks;  and  John  Mumma,  Regional 
Forester,  U.S.  Forest  Service. 

Hands-on  workshops  ranged  from 
useful  marketing  tips  to  updates  on 
development  in  the  travel  industry, 
including  Watchable  Wildlife, 
Marketing  Montana's  Heritage,  Ser- 
vicing the  Film  Industry,  Developing 
a  Marketing  Plan,  Measuring 
Special  Events,  Printing  Effective 
Brochures  and  Overseas  Marketing. 
Historical /cultural  preservation  and 
rural  tourism  development  added 
new  emphasis  to  the  agenda  this 
year 

"Montana's  tourism  industry  faces 
a  number  of  challenges  in  the 
future.  The  economy,  market  in- 
dicators and  demographic  trends  are 
constantly  changing  and  tourism 
promoters  need  to  stay  on  top  of 
those  changes  to  be  successful," 
said  Commerce  director.  Chuck 
Brooke.

I  always  enjoy  visiting  and  working  in  Montana.  I  find  the  people  to  be  ex- 
tremely committed  to  the  economic  and  social  welfare  of  their  state.  Most  im- 
portant, Montanans  have  a  strong  passion  for  hard  work. 

For  a  Small  Business  Administration  manager  from  Denver,  it  is  often  difficult 
to  determine  how  best  to  allocate  the  agency's  scarce  resources  to  the  particular 
needs  of  the  state.  We  encourage  a  high  level  of  decentralization  through  district 
offices  to  independently  manage  the  Small  Business  Development  Centers 
(SBDCs),  the  Service  Corps  of  Retired  Executives  (SCORE)  and  the  Small 
Business  Institute  (SBI).  Each  of  these  resources  provides  consulting,  counseling 
and  training  to  Montana's  start-up  and  emerging  businesses  at  no  or  minimal 
cost. 

At  the  regional  office,  we  review  policy  issues  that  impact  the  delivery  of  ser- 
vices provided  by  those  groups.  We  constantly  strive  for  improvement  in  quali- 
ty. Focusing  on  growth  and  equity,  we  attempt  to  balance  services  between 
urban  and  rural  areas,  including  the  smallest  and  most  isolated  communities. 
We  use  distance  education  technology,  such  as  video  libraries  and 
teleconferences,  to  help  achieve  this  objective.  Next,  we  encourage  the  leveraging 
of  existing  resources.  For  example,  we  want  skilled  volunteers  recruited  for 
SCORE  and  SBDCs  to  seek  outside  funding  from  corporations  and  foundations 
to  establish  innovative  economic  development  programs.  Also,  we  seek  new 
resources  such  as  the  Federal  Laboratory  Consortium  or  'lYavel  Montana  to 
establish  new  educational  networks  that  meet  the  needs  of  targeted  clients. 

In  balancing  idealism  and  realism,  our  staff  is  encouraged  to  take  risks  in 
progressive  areas  that  may  not  have  significant  initial  impact  on  Montana.  We 
should  not  be  satisfied  only  with  tried  basic  skill  development,  such  as 
accounting  and  marketing;  indeed  basic  skills  must  be  balanced  with  unique 
skills  like  technology  transfer,  international  tourism,  computer  aided  manufac- 
turing and  environmental  enterprise. 

Finally,  we  need  the  people  of  Montana  to  tell  our  local  and  Denver  staff 
whether  or  not  we  are  doing  our  jobs  as  public  servants.  We  must  be  open  lo 
hearing  the  good  and  the  bad.  Certainly,  we  want  to  add  value  to  the  lives  of 
all  Montanans  and  not  be  seen  as  bureaucratic  despots. 
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'MSTA  Board 
Approves 
Technology 
Financings 

At  its  March  meeting,  the  Montana 
Board  of  Science  and  Tfechnology 
Development  approved  financings 
totahng  $1.6  million. 

McLaughlin  Research  Institute  in 
Great  Falls  received  $1.25  million  to 
be  used  for  construction  and  startup 
costs.  Construction  on  the  new 
facility  is  planned  to  begin  later  this 
year  and  is  expected  to  open  in 
April,  1993.  Currently  employing  21, 
the  institute  will  expand  to  over  50 
employees,  including  five  to  seven 
principal  scientists.  McLaughlin  is 
involved  in  research  in  the  tise  of 
bone  marrow  transplantation  as  a 
treatment  for  blood  disorders,  such 
)  as  leukemia;  the  complex  heredity 
of  cancer;  and  brain  disorders  of 
later  life,  such  as  Alzheimer's 
disease. 
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Mycotech  Corporation  of  Butte 
received  $350,000,  which  will  be 
matched  with  a  $500,000  equity 
financing  placed  in  the  company  last 
November  by  a  Maryland  firm. 
Arete  Ventures,  Inc.,  and  Iowa- 
Illinois  Investment  Company. 
Mycotech,  a  bioremediation  com- 
pany, has  developed  a  process  to 
produce  White  Rot  Fungus. 
Enzymes  produced  by  the  fungus, 
a  naturally  occurring  organism, 
have  the  ability  to  degrade  a  varie- 
ty of  pollutants,  such  as  PCBs, 
coal  tar,  creosote,  heavy  petroleum 
hydrocarbons  and  chlorinated 
herbicides.  ^Mthough  the  fungus 
has  the  ability  to  degrade  these 


substances,  large  scale  remediation 
efforts  have  been  limited  because 
of  the  problems  associated  with 
growing  the  fungus  in  sufficient 
quantities.  However,  Mycotech 's 
researchers  have  developed  a  pro- 
cess for  growing  the  quantities 
needed  for  contamination  site 
remediation. 

In  applauding  the  board's  decision 
and  the  projects  presented  by  the 
two  firms.  Governor  Stephens 
remarked,  "The  McLaughlin 
Research  Institute  and  Mycotech 
programs  are  positive  players  in 
Montana's  growing  science  and 
technology  industries.  Their  success, 
aided  by  our  state  grants  and  loans, 
will  pay  big  dividends  by  helping 
continue  the  diversification  of  Mon- 
tana's economy  and  the  creation  of 
more  job  opportunities  for  Mon- 
tanans.' '

Motion  Picture  Location  Director, 
Lonie  Stimac,  announced  "Irish 
Story,"  directed  by  Ron  Howard  and 
starring  Tlim  Cruise,  will  be  shot  in 
the  Billings  area  from  the  end  of 
May  through  July.

MacLean's  "A  River  Runs  Through 
It"  from  June  through  mid-August 
in  the  Livingston  and  Bozeman 
areas,  the  Blackfoot  River,  and 
Seeley  Lake. 


Landmark 
Decision 

On  March  4,  1991,  the  Montana 
Supreme  Court,  in  a  landmark  deci- 
sion, upheld  that  the  ordinance  in 
the  town  of  Ennis  requiring  owners 
of  all  residences  within  the  town's 
corporate  limits  to  connect  their 
residences  to  the  municipal  water 
system  was  a  valid  exercise  of  the 
town's  authority. 

The  defendants  in  the  case 
challenged  the  mandatory  hookup 
ordinance  on  the  grounds  that  it 
violated  their  right  to  decide  what 
type  of  potable  water  they  would 
drink.  The  court  held  that  the  or- 
dinance in  question  did  not  force 
the  defendants  to  drink  municipal 
water  but  only  be  connected  to  it. 
In  finding  that  the  power  to  impose 
this  requirement  was  implicit  in  the 
town's  authority  to  operate  a  viable 
water  system,  the  court  noted  that 
while  the  town  does  not  allege  there 
are  immediate  health  threats  arising 
from  the  use  of  private  well  water  in 
Ennis,  the  potential  for  such  prob- 
lems always  exists.  A  municipal 
water  system  is  better  suited  to 
meet  health  concerns  and  prevent 
possible  problems  that  could  arise 
without  such  a  system. 

The  court  also  noted  that  in  small 
communities,  a  water  system  may 
not  be  affordable  unless  a  sufficient 
number  of  citizens  connects  to  it 
and  pays  the  appropriate  costs. 
Allowing  some  citizens  to  forego 
connection  to  a  system  indefinitely 
or  until  a  health  threat  is  imminent 
may  make  the  system  unaffordable 
to  the  community,  defeating  the 
purpose  of  preventing  potential 
health  problems  before  they  occur.

Profile  of 
Indian  Affairs 
Coordinator 

The  Office  of  Coordinator  of 
Indian  Affairs  was  legislatively 
created  to  address  economic  and 
social  problems  facing  the  Indian 
population  of  Montana,  both  on  and 
off  the  reservations.  The  coordinator 
plays  a  vital  role  as  haison  to  federal 
and  local  governments,  tribes  and 
urban  Indians,  advising  the 
legislative  and  exectitive  branches  of 
the  state  about  problems  confronting 
the  Indian  population  and  making 
recommendations  for  their  resolu- 
tion. The  office  provides  technical 
assistance  to  Montana's  tribes  and 
state  agencies  relating  to  the 
development  of  minerals,  water  and 
gambling  negotiations,  jurisdictional 
issues,  employment  and  economic 
development. 


Kathleen  Fleury,  a  Helena  native 
and  member  of  the  Little  Shell  Band 
of  Chippewa  Indians,  was  appointed 
to  the  position  of  coordinator  by 
Governor  Stephens  in  December, 
1990.  She  attended  Helena  schools 
and  graduated  with  a  Bachelor  of 
Arts  degree  in  English  from  Carroll 
College,  and  also  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Washington  law 
school.  Fleury  served  as  a  court  ad- 
visor to  the  Confederated  Salish  and 
Kootenai  TVibal  Court,  and  worked 
with  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  in 
Billings  as  a  judicial  services 
specialist.  She  later  practiced  law 
and  served  as  a  consultant  in  the 
area  of  Indian  law. 


One  of  Fleury 's  goals  as  Indian 
Affairs  Coordinator  is  to  promote 
good  relations  and  communication 
between  the  state  and  Montana's  In- 
dian population.  Citing  a  recently 
negotiated  contract  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Highways,  which  will  offer 
technical  assistance  to  Indian 
business  enterprises  and  encourage 
business  development  in  the  Indian 
population,  Fleury  stated,  "Many 
controversial  issues  invohing  state 
and  tribal  relations  can  be 
negotiated  through  cooperative 
agreements,  and  state  and  tribal 
compacts.  In  addition,  economic 
development  on  reservations  and  in 
the  urban  Indian  population  will 
result  in  more  jobs  and  fewer  social 
problems,  benefiting  the  entire 
population  of  Montana."

Tax  Credits 
Available 

Governor  Stan  Stephens  recently 
approved  Montana's  Low  Income 
Housing  Tkx  Allocation  Plan  for 
1991.  Tkx  credits  of  $1.8  million  are 
available  for  the  new  construction  of 
substantial  rehabilitation  of  existing 
properties  intended  for  residential 
use  for  lower  income  persons. 

"We  are  pleased  to  offer  this  pro- 
gram for  another  year.  This  is  one 
of  the  few  remaining  federal  pro- 
grams to  encourage  the  production 
of  low  income  rental  housing  and 
it's  a  program  Montana  needs," 
Governor  Stephens  said. 

Low  Income  1  lousing  'liix  Credits 
are  offered  through  the  Montana 


Board  of  Housing  as  a  result  of  the 
1986  Tix  Reform  Act  and  have 
assisted  in  providing  495  low 
income  rental  units  in  Montana.  The 
program  offers  a  dollar-to-dollar 
reduction  in  tax  liability  to  owners 
and  investors  in  qualified  housing. 
Developers  and  owners  of  qualifying 
housing  receive  a  tax  credit  every 
year  for  10  years,  based  on  the 
number  of  housing  units  rented  to 
qualified  low  income  persons. 

"In  many  of  our  larger  cities  and 
towns,  the  waiting  lists  for  low 
income  rental  units  far  exceed  the 
available  supply;  therefore,  any  new 
or  rehabed  buildings  help  in 


alleviating  some  of  the  needs," 
stated  Dick  Kain,  administrator  of 
the  Montana  Board  of  Housing.

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Legislative 
Update 

Governor  Stephens  recently  signed 
the  following  bills  of  interest  to  the 
Department  of  Commerce: 

•  HB  703  allows  the  Montana 
Science  and  Tfechnology  Alliance 
to  utilize  up  to  25  percent  of  its 
funds  for  seed  capital  projects  not 
necessarily  targeted  to 
high-technology. 

•  SB  242  revises  the  organization, 
funding  and  programs  of  the 
Montana  Science  and  Tfechnology 
Alliance. 

•  SB  26  allows  the  Board  of  In- 
vestments to  invest  up  to  25  per- 
cent of  the  Permanent  Coal  Tslx 
TVust  Fund  into  Montana's 
economy. 

•  SB  128  allows  an  unincorporated 
resort  area  to  levy  a  resort  tax. 

•  HB  901  transfers  administration 
I      of  the  Montana  Capital  Company 

Act  to  Commerce  and  generally 
revises  the  act. 

•  The  Public  Safety  Division  will 
implement  49  passed  bills,  main- 
ly dealing  with  professional 

and  occupational  licensing  (POL) 
changes. 
Other  updates: 

•  The  POL  Bureau  gained  four  new 
boards— Naturopathic  Physicians, 
Respiratory  Therapists,  Mid- 
Wives,  and  Real  Estate 
Appraisers— which  will  result  in 
3.1  new  employees,  including  an 
executive  secretary  for  the  Board 
of  Real  Estate. 

•  Funding  for  the  Canadian  Tk-ade 
Office  in  Calgary  was  restored  to 
the  Commerce  budget  shortly 
before  the  legislature  adjourned 
in  April;  the  office  is  expected  to 
open  before  October,  1991. 


Microbusiness 
Development 
Act  Signed 

HB  477,  the  Microbusiness 
Development  Act,  was  signed  into 
law  by  Governor  Stan  Stephens  on 
April  25.  With  the  exception  of  the 
appropriations  clauses,  which 
become  effective  July  1,  1991,  the 
law  became  effective  when  signed. 

The  act  appropriates  $3.25 
million  to  the  Department  of 
Commerce  for  the  Microbusiness 
Finance  Program.  Funds  will  be 
used  to  capitalize  a  network  of  up 
to  12  regional  revolving  loan  funds 
throughout  Montana.  Low-interest 
development  loans  will  be  made  to 
non-profit  microbusiness  develop- 
ment companies  which  have 
demonstrated  the  ability  to  con- 
duct credit  investigation  and  ser- 
vicing, and  generally  manage  a 
revolving  loan  fimd.  The  com- 
panies wall  also  provide  training 


and  technical  assistance  to  their 
clients  in  business  management 
and  planning,  and  loan  proposal 
preparation.  The  regional  revolving 
funds  may  use  their  capital  to 
make  loans,  at  a  slight  premium 
over  market  rate,  in  the  maximum 
amount  of  $20,000  per  company, 
to  firms  employing  fewer  than  10 
employees  and  having  gross 
revenues  of  less  than  $500,000  per 
year.  Microbusiness  development 
companies  will  train  and  fund  their 
clients,  and  the  Department  of 
Commerce  will  train,  fund  and 
regulate  the  microbusiness  develop- 
ment companies. 


The  program's  administrative 
officer,  to  be  hired  in  July,  will 
draft  program  rules  and  work  with 
a  13-member  advisory  council,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Governor. 
Draft  rules  will  be  published  for 
public  comment.  Former  rule 
adoption  is  expected  in  early  fall, 
with  the  first  development  loans 
awarded  in  late  fall,  and  the  first 
actual  micro-loans  made  before  the 
end  of  1991.  For  further  informa-

Department  of 

Transportation 

Formed 

On  April  19,  Governor  Stephens 
signed  Senate  Bill  164,  creating  a 
Department  of  Transportation 
(DOT).  As  a  result  of  the  bill's 
enactment,  the  Department  of 
Commerce  will  lose  the  Ti"ansporta- 
tion  Division  and  the  Aeronautics 
Division,  both  of  which  will  be 
transferred  to  the  new  L)OT,  July 
1,  1991. 

The  DOT  concept  has  been 
adopted  by  45  other  states  in  an 
effort  to  incorporate  a  wide  range 
of  transportation-related  activities; 
to  enhance  public  service  by  pro- 
viding a  "one-stop"  center  for 
licenses,  fees,  taxes  and  registra- 
tions relating  to  transportation;  and 
to  improve  overall  government  effi- 
ciency and  reduce  costs  by 
streamlining  services  and 
eliminating  duplicate  programs.

Japanese  buyers.  Sponsor  of  the 
event  was  the  Foreign  Commercial 
Service  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce,  with  Montana's 
participation  arranged  through  the 
Montana  Department  of  Commerce.

Board  of 
Housing  Loan 
Programs 

Recently  the  Montana  Board  of 
Housing  sold  $25  million  in  tax- 
exempt  bonds,  the  proceeds  of 
which  will  provide  lower  interest 
rate  loans  for  first-time 
homebuyers  of  single-family 
residences  in  Montana.  Loans  will 
bear  a  7.90  percent  mortgage  rate 
for  a  term  of  30  years  and  it  is  an- 
ticipated that  approximately  500 
families,  otherwise  unable  to  afford 
a  home,  will  benefit  from  the 
loans. 

Participating  Montana  lending  in- 
stitutions were  expected  to  take 
loan  applications  and  reserve 
money  for  eligible  borrowers  on  a 
loan-by-loan  basis  in  late  April. 


Some  significant  borrower 
ehgibility  requirements  are:  1)  the 
maximum  home  purchase  price  is 
$75,000;  2)  the  maximum  annual 
family  incomes  range  from  $28,500 
to  $38,280  for  one  or  two-person 
households,  and  from  $32,775  to 
$44,660  for  three-  or  more-person 
households;  3)  loans  are  limited  to 
first-time  homebuyers,  with  excep- 
tions made  for  residents  of  Blaine, 
Deer  Lodge,  Flathead,  Hill, 
Missoula,  Sanders,  Silver  Bow  and 
Mineral  counties,  the  city  of  Great 
Falls,  and  the  town  of  Wyola. 

In  the  past,  the  board  has  sold 
20  tax-exempt  bond  issues,  with 
the  proceeds  financing  the  pur- 
chase or  construction  of  over 
16,000  homes. 


The  Board  of  Housing  has  also 
introduced  a  Homebuyer  Down 
Payment  Assistance  Program, 
targeted  at  lower  income  families 
who  can  afford  monthly  home 
mortgage  pa^onents  but  do  not 
have  sufficient  cash  resources  to 
make  the  required  down  payment 
on  a  home.

Targeted  to  assist 
single-parent  families,  disabled  or 
first-time  homebuyers  whose  an- 
nual income  does  not  exceed 
$20,000.  vnth  a  maximum  home 
purchase  price  of  $45,000,  the  pro- 
gram is  anticipated  to  benefit  ap- 
proximately KX)  homebuyers.
